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QL USER DEFINED GRAPHICS 
by Tim Swenson 


The following program is used 
to load user defined characters 
Or graphics (UDGs) on to the QL. 
The program takes the characters 
stored in the data statements and 
loads them into a RESPRed memory 
space. They can then be used by 
the CHR$ command. 

The diagram shows a character 
defined on a 8x9 grid. The 
columns shaded must be 0. In 
reality the character is defined 
On a 5x9 grid. 

Once the character is defined, 
convert each row into a binary 
number with the shaded squares 
having a value of 1. The 4th row 
in the diagram will have a value 
of 00111000. This is then 
converted into the decimal number 
56. The data statement at line 
27010 is the definition of the 
Character in the diagram. Line 
27020 is the same character 
upside down. 

You can define up to 256 
Characters. The variable CHARS 
tells the computer how many 
characters you are defining. The 
132 in the first data statement 
tells the computer the value of 
the first defined character. The 
first character is printed by 
saying PRINT CHRS$ (132). The 
second is CHR$(133), etc. 

This program is adapted from 
the Javelin program in the June 
1966 issue of ZX Monthly. Hope 
it comes in handy.
